Name in List of Judges 
and Clerks. 


PRINTED IN. TWO PAPERS 
Revision of Registration Books 
to Cost $16,000 Too Much, 
Declares Kortjohn.

St. Louis could cut down one item in 
the municipal high cost of living, if the 
Legislature would permit it. This item 
is the expense connected with elections. 
The needless expense this fall will be 
nearly $75,000. 

Chairman Kortjohn of the Election 
Board, who has made a careful study 
of the election laws and of their practi- 


cal workings, told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter Wednesday that $16,000 could be 
saved on the one item of revision. To 
revise the registration books, following 
the general registration of Sept. 16-19, in- 
clusive, 2844 judges and clerks will sit 
all day Oct. 11 in the various polling 
places, at a cost of $16,590. The entire 
revision, Kortjohn said, will probably 
not amount to 100 changes, and these 
could as well be made by the clerks in 
the board’s office, at a cost of not more 
than $500 or $600.” 


Dummy Names on List. 


Another expenditure for which the city 
gets a ‘doubtful return is the publica- 
tion, in partisan newspapers, of the 
names of the judges and clerks. This list 
was printed in two newspapers Monday 
morning, at a cost of $1000 to the city. 
It received so little attention that, out 
of seven “dummy’”’ names and fictitious 
addresses placed in the list by the board, 
only one was detected by a voter of the 
precinct to which the “dummy” was as- 
signed. 

The board put the “dummies” in the 
list as a test, to see whether any use- 
ful purpose was served by the publica- 
tion of the names. The purpose, in the- 
ory, is to give voters an opportunity to 
protest against any unfit person. 

The name of “Louis Lundt,” a mythi- 
cal personage, who serves as a sort of 
“Jinx’’ in the traditions of the local 
Republican party, was placed on the 
fist’-as an election official in two’ pre- 
cincts. In Ward 2, precinct 19, his ad- 
dress was set down as ‘2323 McPfiffen 
av.,” @ thoroughfare of which the 
Street Commissioner never heard. In 
Ward 17, precinct 5, “Lundt” was again 
set down, with the address 2601 Locust 
street. This number, if it existed, would 
be the back door of the Coliseum. 


One Man Writes to Board. 

No one in the Twenty-fourth Ward 
precinct apparently noted the strange 
name or the still stranger street which 
had been thrust into its midst. But one 
resident of the Seventeenth Ward, 
George H. Montgomery of 2635 Locust 
street, saw the “dummy” in the list 
from his precinct and wrote the board 
a caustic letter, which arrived in 
Wednesday morning’s mail, scoring the 
members for their carelessness in ac- 
cepting such an address. 

Montgomery said he was positive that 
only one man slept in the Coliseum, and 
that his name was not Lundt. Mont- 
gomery added that he was no longer a 
Republican, having joined the Bull 
Moose party, but that he had not lost 
his interest in honest elections. 

Kortjohn commended Montgomery for 
his vigilance, but remarked that there 
were five other “dummies” on the list 
beside the Twenty-fourth Ward 
‘“Lundt,’””’ whom no one had detected. 
The board will meet Saturday, and if 
no one finds the “dummies” by that 
time, the board will drop them of its 
own motion and substitute the names of 
real persons. 

Registration Costs $95,635. 

The biggest item of cost is the new 
registration, made every four years. It 
will cost $95,685 this year, Kortjohn says. 
Under the law, the old registration 
books must be cast aside, and an en- 
tirely new list made. Kortjohn believes 
that if the law permitted the revision 
of the old books, the cost of three of 
the four registration days could be 
saved. One day’s canvass, following a 
revision, would answer as well as the 
two following the new registration, 
Kortjohn believes. He figures the sav- 
ing by the simpler method as $55,906. 

Amendment of the election law by the 
Legislature will be necessary before any 
of the savings can be effected. At 
present the board is compelled to go 
through the elaborate program set by 
the law, and to pay the cost, whether 
it considers the results worth the ex- 
pense or not.

Dispensary Told It Was Acid 
‘Poisoning, but No Such Evi- 
dence Is Found. 


WIFE DOUBTS SUICIDE 


F. W. Steinkamp Had No Rea- 
son for Ending Life, Mother 
of Four Says. 


A call for an ambulance to go to 4528A 
Labadie avenue was received at the 
city dispensary at 7 a. m. Wednesday, 
the .person who telephoned saying that 
& man had taken carbolic acid. 

When the ambulance reached the 
house, Frederick W. Steinkamp was 
found there unconscious. His wife and 
four small children were weeping while 


Dr. John J. Kehoe of 4061 St. Louis ave- 
nue was trying to revive him. Dr. Ke- 
hoe said he believed Steinkamp had 
taken carbolic acid. 

Steinkamp died an hour later at the 
city hospital without recovering con- 
sciousness. Dr. Kehoe and Mrs. Stein- 
kamp rode to the hospital with him in 
the ambulance. While Dr. Kehoe said 
he felt sure Steinkamp had taken acid, 
the city hospital physicians were not so 
certain on that point. 

Dr. Ebetz, the physician in charge of 
the hospital reception room, an expert 
in diagnosing poison cases, told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter Steinkamp’s death 
may have been due to the -rupturing 
of a blood vessel. He found no burns 
in the mouth or throat such as are usu- 
ally present in acid cases. 

When Mrs. Steinkamp went to call her 
husband to breakfast she found him 
unconscious’ on the floor. No acid was 
found. 

Steinkamp was 37 years old. He had 
lost a. position as chauffeur Saturday, 
but was to have taken a similar place 
Wednesday. His wife says she knows 
of no reason why he should have killed 
himself, and she does not believe he 
took acid. An inquest will be neces- 
sary to determine the cause of his 
death,

work. In 1861, when the Methodist con- 
ference wished to change his work and 
make him a regular pastor in charge 
of a church, Booth refused to accept 
the proposition and, with his wife, 
walked from the hall to fight the battle 
for souls in their own manner. He be- 
gan his real campaign four years later, 
first holding his services in an old tent 
which he carried abo-wt with him. 


The tent was dstroyed in a storm 
and Booth then preached in saloons, 
warehouses or any sort of hall where 
he could get a gathering. Finally in 
Mill End road he got hold of a theater. 
had a permanent home, held out a 
helping hand to the people of the mire 
and from that time his work spread 
like wildfire. By 1877 he was at the 
head of a. new religious sect and in 1873 
it took the name of the Salvation Army. 
“the General’ and 
gradually the military form of the or- 
ganization grew. 

The present Salvation Army was 
never foreseen, nor was the name ever 
deliberately chosen by anyone. Booth 
was dictating to a stenographer whea 
he used the words: 

“The Christian mission is a volun- 
teer army.” 

When he looked over the paper later 
he substituted “salvation” for ‘“‘volun- 
teer’’ as the stronger word, and the 
phrase struck fire among his mission 
workers, who seized the militant spirit. 
from it. 

So great was Gen. Booth’s faculty of 
handling and inspiring men that Mar- 
shal Wolseley once declared that the 
British army had taken lessons in meth- 
ods of organization, distribution ‘nd 
control from the Salvationist. 

All this time he and his followers 
were having their troubles with the 
hooting and hostile crowds, but sympa- 
thy finally won for them and his organ- 
‘gation and became recognized as a liv- 
ing and effective religious institution 
worthy of everybody's admiration. The 
Army now has posts in 59 countries and 
colonies, and holds services in 34 lan- 
guages. King Edward and Queen Alex- 
andra congratulated Booth personaliy 
for his work and the General was re- 
ceived by the various rulers of many 
countries. In 1907 Oxford gave him the 
degree of doctor of civil law and Lon- 
don presented him with its freedom. 


His family comprised eight children, 
al} of whom are living excepting Emma 
Booth-Tucker, killed in a railroad ac- 
cident in America about 10 years ago. 
The oldest daughter, Mrs. Catherin» 
Booth-Clibborn, worked for a period a« 
an officer of the association until she 
withdrew to private life. Mary Booth 
lived with the General. Herbert Booth 
is a religious leader in England. Evan- 
geline Booth’s work in America is well 
known. The youngest daughter, Mrs. 
Lucy Booth-Hellberg, is in charge of 
the work in Denmark. 

Where Gen. Booth will be buried has 
not yet been decided. While every En- 
giish member of the Salvation Army tr 
convinced that no man was more wor- 
thy of interment in Westminster Abbey, 
it is not expected this honor will be 
awarded to Gen. Booth by the abbey 
authorities. It is the general belief that 
the commander-in-chief's last resting 
place will be alongside that of his wifa. 
who, 21 years ago, was buried in Abney 
Park, Stoke Newington. 

Flags Are Half-Masted. 

All the flags floating on Salvatior 
Army headquarters throughout the 
country have been half-masted. At the 
international headquarters in Queen 
Victoria street in the center of the city, 
a constant stream of messengers, 
bringing telegrams and letters of con- 
dolence from every part of the globe, 
flowed all day. Among those who sent 
messages of sympathy were prominent 
personages belonging to the Govern- 
ment, the army, the navy and every 
pranch of life, while dispatches were

Young Widow of Savannah

SAVANNAH, Mo., Aug. 21.—Whether 
or not Eleano C. Trumbo, the aged Sa- 
vannah (Mo.) farmer-banker, whose 
death is being investigated by the Coro- 
ner of Andrew County, died from a 
natural cause, probably will not be 
known for a week or 10 days. 
Trumbo’s viscera has been delivered 
to Dr. Walter M. Cross, City Chemist 
of Kansas City, for analysis, and Coro- 
ner Kelly says there will be no fur- 
ther action until Cross reports. 
There is the deepest sympathy here 
for the young widow, who is prostrated 
over the turn of affairs. 
The townspeople believe the investiga- 
tion was urged by the relatives of 
Trumbo's first wife, from whom he in- 
herited the bulk of his fortune, which 
she had received from her father’s es- 
tate. 
Trumbo left no children, and all his 
estate, real and personal, was willed 
to the young widow. 
Prosecuting Attorney Roberts of An- 
drew County says he is taking no part 
in the investigation. 

Denies Asking Inquiry. 

The widow, who conducted a flower 
stand in St. Joseph prior to her mar- 
riage, last November, will not see any~ 
body except neighbor women. 

Coroner Kelly continues to refuse to 
say who asked for the investigation of 
Trumbo’s death, and the attending phy~ 
sician, Dr. Woodford Martin, declares 
he did not, as had been reported. 

The law firm of Boogher & Williams, 

of which Congressman Charles F. 
Boogher is a member, drew the bank- 
er’s will. These lawyers were his at- 
torneys, but both of them are out of 
town. 
They are said to have had & confer- 
ence with the relatives of the first Mrs. 
Trumbo immediately following Trumbo’s 
death last Saturday.

BIG PAYROLL TIED UP 


Taft, His Cabinet, Congressmen, 
Judges and Court Employes 
Must Wait for Salaries.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 21.—Within one 
hour after President Taft had for the 
second time vetoed the legislative, ex- 
ecutive and judicial appropriation bill 
because it oarried a provision to abol- 
ish the Commerce Court, the House to. 
day repassed it, 154 to 58, over his veto 

The bill then failed of repassage in 
the Senate over President Taft’s veto. 
The motion to repass the measure re- 
ceived 34 votes to 27 in the negative, but 
the two-thirds necessary to override the 
veto was 41. 

When advised of the Senate’s refusal 
to pass the legislative, executive and ju- 
dicial appropriation bill over the Presi- 
dent’s veto, Chairman Fitzgerald of the 
House Appropriations Committee an- 
nounced that the House would appro- 
priate for the Commerce Court until 
March 4 and resume the fight on the 
court when Congress convenes in Decem- 
ber. 

The provision to limit tenure of office 
of civil service employes to seven years, 
which was an additional reason for the 
President’s first disapproval, was not 
included in the bill a second time. 

By vetoing the bill President Taft 
teld up his own salary, that of Cabinet 
officers, every member of Congress e.nd 
every Judge and employe of the United 
States courts. 

The President returned the _ twice- 
vetoed bill with a short message, saying 
he had disapproved it on the same 
grounds as he had set out at length ‘n 
his message last week.

18.—Nearly the entire detachment of 509 
Nicaraguan troops, comprising the gar- 
rison of the City of Leon, to the north 
of Managua, was massacred by a force 
of insurgents, according to reports which 

have reached the capital. 

On Friday news was received by the 
Government that the Liberals at Leon 
had risen in revolt and Gen. Chamorro 
Gispatched troops to suppress the move- 
ment and reinforce the garrison of the 
city. 

The Government troops, on reaching 
Leon, camped on the plaza in the center 
of the town. The insurgents, who 
greatly outnumbered the Governinent 
force, attacked the city Saturday and 
after a flerce engagement the garrison 
surrendered. Instead of holding their 
captives prisoners of war, after the 
submission, it is reported that the troops 
were slaughtered by the rebels. Out of 
a force of 500 all were killed except 78.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Aug. 21.—Down 
in the valley of the Kansas River today 
6000 anxious, fighting men, regulars and 
Missouri and Kansas militia, eager for 
a combat, are marching towards each 
other bent upon winning the first ~ea’ 
“battle” of the Kansas war maneuvers. 

Confident of victory and with sealed 
orders from the War Department at 
Washington, the Red Army broke camp 
at Lawrence at daybreak. The Blue 
Army was not much later in getting 
away from Hockers’ Grove, where it 
spent the night. Recent rains have 
made roads almost impassable, but even 
with this handicap, both armies planned 
to make Bonner Springs by night. 
The Blues’ outposts have gained con- 
trol of the bridge that spans the Kan- 
sas River at Bonner Springs. Both 
armies must pass over this structure to 
arrive at Fort Leavenworth, which both 
commands. are striving to reach, the 
Red Army with a desire to attack the 
fort and the Blue Army to reinforce the 
little garrison of defenders. The Blue 
Army will attempt to prevent the Red 
Army from reaching Leavenworth.

Woman Speaker at Supper at 
Y. W. C. A. Declares That 
Women “Must Fight.” 





PASTOR AGREES WITH HER 
Dr. John L. Brandt, Only Man 
Present, Quotes Bible to Sup- 
port Demand for Vote. 





Seventy-five Missouri milliners were 
the guests of the Business Women's 
Equal Suffrage League at a supper at 
the Y. W. C. A. Tuesday night. 

In compliment to their guests, the 
suffragettes had donned their most dar- 
ing and alluring headgear. In the cen- 
ters of the tables had been arranged 
rows of golden glows—the official flower 
of the suffragettes. 

Miss Alberta Allen, chief propagandist 
of the Business Women’s Equal Suffrage 
League, presided at one long table, in 
the very newest creation of the milli- 
ners—a satan red. The “devil” feathers 
on Miss Allen’s hat, it was suggested, 
might tempt the milliners into the votes 
for women movement. 

Spectators Startled. 

Spectators admiring the scene were 
suddenly startled by a leading suf- 
fragette, who declared: 

“Ladies, we must fight!” 

The speaker was Miss Amelia Fruchte, 
schoo] teacher, and the class jumped to 
attention. 

“But we will not fight with stones,” 
she said. ‘‘We don’t need them.” 

Expects to Get Ballot. 

Miss Fruchte was one of the two prin- 
cipal speakers of the evening. She had 
come to tell the milliners ““‘Why I Want 
the Ballot, How I am Going to Get It 
and What I Shall Do With It.’’ 

Miss Fruchte said she wants the ballot 
because she thinks the evolution of the 
times demands that women vote. To 
get it she said the suffragettes would 
have to fight their fathers, brothers and 
friends. But the contest would not be 
a long one, she thought. She said she 
knew the men of Missouri weuld give 
the women the ballot when the women 
demanded it. When she gets the ballot, 
she said, she will use it to purify poli- 
tics and work for the betterment of 
cities. 


Dr. Brandt Agrees With Her. 
Seated at Miss Fruchte’s right at the 


speaker’s table was Dr. John L. Brandt, 
pastor of the First Christian Church, 
the only man guest. Whenever Miss 
Fruchte made a comparison in which 
man was concerned she would turn to 
Dr. Brandt and demand: 

‘‘Am I right, Dr. Brandt?’ 

Miss Fruchte challenged Dr. Brandt 
tu dispute a statement perhaps 10 times 
in the course of her talk, but Dr. Brandt 
agreed with her amiably each time. 


Pastor for Suffrage. 
“They tell ua we ought to be at our 


homes,” said Miss Fruchte. ‘Well, 
there are not any old-fashioned hones 
to go to. The old homes have gone into 
the bakery, the delicatessen shop. and 
the pickle factory. I am one of 8,000,000 
American women now earning their liv- 
ing, and the time has come when every 
woman wants to be self-supporting. 

Dr. Brandt in his turn said that suf- 
frage had made such strides that today 
a man that opposed it could not hope 
to be considered well bred. He also said 
he favored taking the word ‘‘obey” out 
of the marriage ceremony and putting 
the man and woman on a perfectly 
equal footing. He quoted the Bible to 
show that Holy Writ favored suffrage. 

“The language of the Bible,” said 1)r. 
Brandt, “is ‘God made them male aid 
female and gave to them dominion.’ It 
iy them, not him, that the Bible speaks 
of. And Christ said that there was 
neither male nor female, but that they 
were one in him.’ ”’ 


Wants Lid Speech Censored. 
Dr. Brandt also demonstrated uncon- 


sciously that the suffragettes have a 
keen political sense. He had said that 
one reason he hoped to see women get 
the vote was because he thought they 
would help put the “lid’’ on and aid 
temperance generally. 

Immediately Miss Mary E. Bulkley 
turned to a reporter and urged him to 
censor Dr. Brandt’s talk. “It’s very bad 
politics,”’ she said, ‘and will not help 
the cause a Dit.’’ 

Other speakers were Miss J. L. Mol 
ler, who presided; Miss Mary FEF. Bulkx- 
ley, Miss Charlotte Rumbold, Mrs. D 
W. Kneffler and Miss Mary McGuire. 
president of the Business Women’s 
Equal Suffrage League.

Suits filed in the Belleville Circuit 
Court against two former City Treasur- 
ers of East St. Louis. charging the mis- 
appropriation of about $32,000 of munic- 
ipal revenue, will be followed, it is ex- 
pected by similar suits against others 
who have held the same @ffice, which 
will involve claims amounting to nearly 


$100,000. 

One of the. two Treasurers waind in 
the suits filed Tuesday is dead, and his 
bondsmen are named as_ defendants.

The suit alleges that, because the $1200 
a year salary of the office of Treasurer 
was considered too small, one incumbent 
of the office after another openly ap- 
propriated 2 per cent of the taxes col- 
lected.

Holten was Niemes’ successor. In his 
two years, 1909 and 1910, it is charged 
that he took $17,453 in fees, amounting, 
with interest now due, to nearly $20,- 
000. | 

M. M. Stephens, former Mayor, and 
president of the East St. Louis Protiect- 
ive Association, is the leading plaintiff 
in the action.

Its Operation: Wou Would Also Re- 
vive Iron Industry Here, It 
Is Believed. 


OUTLAY OF $5,000,000 


Local Financiers, Some Connect- 
ed With Laclede Company, 
Have Taken Up Project. 


A by-product coke plant, as a means 
of reviving the St. Louis iron industry 
and lowering the cost price of gas, is 
being considered by St. Louis finan- 
ciers, some of them connected with 
the Laclede Gaslight Co. 

The by-product plan, as placed by its 
promoters before the Laclede officials, 
contemplates the construction in St. 
Louis of a coke plant which shall pro- 
duce metallurgical coke from Southern 
Illinois coal, and in the process shall 
produce gas at a cost of 16 or 17 cents 
a thousand feet. This does not include 
distribution or any secondary cost. 

By comparatively new processes, a 
ton of Southern Illinois coal, from fields 
within 100 miles of St. Louis, can be 
made, the advocates of the plan say, 
to yield 65 to 70 per cent of coke, 10 
gallons of tar and a quantity of am- 
monia. The excess of gas over the re- 
quirements for burning is figured at 
0000 cubic feet to the ton. The cost 
of producing the coke is fi ed at 
$2.80 a ton. — 


Plant Would Cost $5,000,000. 

A plant producing 1000 tons of coke 
a day would have a by-production of 
7,000,000 cubic feet of gas or one-fifth 
to one-fourth the amount of gas ordi- 
narily used daily in the city. Such a 
plant, it is figured, can be built on a 
$5,000,000 outlay, with the co-operation 
of the gas company. The tract of land 
owned by the company in South St. 
Louis, near the River des Peres, is con- 
sidered a suitable site. 

An immediate result of the installation 
of a coke plant here, it is believed, 
would be the revival of the blast-fur- 
nace industry and the stimulation of 
production in the iron ore fields of 
Southeast Missouri, once famed through 
the country for their richness. 

Coke for the use of blast furnaces has 
hitherto been produced largely in the 
Pennsylvania and West Virginia coal 
mining districts, where the coal was at 
hand, but where the gas by-product 
largely went to waste. The opposite 
plan is to haul the coal to a fleld where 
gas has value, and make the coke there, 
This plan has been tried in Detroit, 
which now gets a large share of its gas 
supply in this manner. Two large blast 
furnaces were built in Detroit after the 
coke plants were started. A by-product 
plant. in Indianapolis has caused the 
price of gas to be reduced there to 60 
cents a thousand. 


Considereg Two Years. 

C. L. Holman, vice-president and man- 
ager of the Laclede company, told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter that the by- 
product plan had been under consid- 
eration, in a general way, for two years 
past, but that so far as he knew, it 
was no nearer adoption than it had 
been. He said he had studied a num- 
ber of reports on the subject, and was 
much interested in it. W. K. Bixby, 
president of the company, is expected 
to return from Lake George next month. 

Gas is now 8 cents a: thousand to 
the ordinary St. Louis consumer, but the 
company has made special rates, par- 
ticularly the rate for house heating, as 
low as 50 cents. Whether by-product 
gas would lower the price to the con- 
sumer is a question en which the com- 
pany’s officers have not committed 
themselves.

Circuit Court Wednesday revoked the 
charters of 14 corporations and fined 
each of them $60, 

Following are the companies whose 
charters were revoked: Corrugated Pa- 
per Products Co., Currier Realty Co., 
Clarke Rogers Jewelry Co., Hirschberg 
Optical Co., Korte-Becker Dry Goods 
Co., Missouri Machine and Motor Go., 
Motor Service Co. of St. Louis, Mecca 
Amusement Co., F. J. McKenna Coffee 
Co., National Pin Co., Prairie Town Site 
Co., F. L. Smith Publishing Co., A. J. 
Taussig Construction Co. and Washing- 
ton Amusement Co. 

The Near Air’ Tire Co., the Schuller 
Catenag Co. and the Kaltwasser Drug 
Co. were fined costs amounting to $23.10, 
but their charters were not revoked, 
Ninety-four corporations in all had been 
sued, but service was not obtained on 
the majority of the defendants, most of 
which had gone out of business. 

Every year a batch of these cases is 
filed by the Circuit Attorney, who re- 
ceives $10 of the costs in each case and 
$25 attorneys’ fees whenever there is a 
conviction. 

The American Express Co, was origi- 
nally one of the defendants in the cases 
decided Wednesday, but the suit against 
it was dismissed because the express 
company has been adjudged a partner- 
ship and not a corporation.

Cablegrams Received Here Say 
That She Expired in Ber- 
lin, Germany. 


MARK 
Was Prominent Socially 40 
Years Ago, and Owned Much 
Local Realty at Death.

The Baroness Alice von Versen, widow 
of Gen. Frederick von Versen of the 
German Army, cousin to the late Samuel 
I. Clemens (Mark Twain), and sister of 
Bryan Mullanphy Clemens of St. Louis, 
died Tuesday in Berlin. She was for- 
merly Miss Alice Clemens of St. Louis. 

Her late husband was aid-de-camp to 
the father of the present Emperor of 
Germany and was a distinguished sol- 
dier of the Franco-Prussian War. The 
Baroness, who was 66 years old, was 
prominent in St. Louis society 40 years 
ago. She was a granddaughter of John 
Mullanphy, the philanthropist, and was 
related by blood er marriage to most of 
the old families of the city. 

What was then the country home of 
her family, at Hogan street and Cass 
avenue, was a mansion famed for its 
hospitality. It was the scene of many 
banquets and balls that are still remem- 
bered by those who were socially promi- 
nent in that day. 
of what was called Clemens’ Grove, a 
big prairie, which was a public play- 
ground. The house is now St. Mary’s 
orphanage. 

First Meeting ju Germany. 

Miss Clemens was traveling in Ger- 
many with Mr. and Mrs. Frederick von 
Schrader when sr» met Gen. von Ver- 
en, then a Captain. He paid court to 
her but the courtshir was interrupted 
by the breaking out of the Franco- 
Prussian war. Capt. von Versen won 
honors in’ this historic struggle. After 
the war he was ill a long time at Wies- 
baden. Miss Clemens went to that city 
and they were married. 

Before the accession cf the present 
German Emperor the Von Versens lived 
in Potsaam and were.on terms of social 
intimacy with Prince Wilhelm and his 
wife. Frederick von Versen, their elé- 
est son, was appointed a@ page in the 
Emperor's household and is now an of- 
ficer in the Germany army. 

Their daughter, Hilda, was married to 
Lieut. von Arnim of a higher rank of 
nobility, which gave her precedence over 
her mother at the impertal court. 

Baroness von Versen long has been 
noted as a woman of great business sa- 
gacity. She owned many pieces of 
property in St. Louis. Once when she 
was here on a visit she insisted upon 
her agents taking her through every 
buliding she owned, so she could see for 
herself how her property was managed. 


Rejuvenated Lace Industry. 
Several years ago she became pro- 


prietor of an estate on the island of 
Sylt, in the North Ses, off the Prassian 
coast. She found the native industries, 
dairying and lace-making, languishing. 
She rejuvenated them, put them upon 
a paying basis, to the profit of the is- 
landers, as well as her own. 

In addition to this property the Bar- 
oness cwned a town residence in Ber- 
lin and a villa on the Baltic. 

The first news of her death was re- 
ceived by Dr. James Ross Clemens, her 
nephew. Funeral plans have not been 
announced.

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SPEAK OUT ON THE ISSUES! 

As an essay, Gov. Marshall’s speech of accept- 
ance is beyond criticism, but it has only an in- 
direct bearing upon the actual issues of the cam- 
paign. 

Here and there intricacy of phraseology and 
thought shows the country lawyer in Gov. 
Marshall’s speech, but as a whole it is simple, 
suggestive in this time of clamor; homely and 
interesting. The personal qualities of Gov. 
Marshall are strikingly reflected in its glowing 
words—exquisite sense of justice, acute sym- 
pathies, a habit of profitable thought on public 
problems, a profound affection for and knowledge 
of Democratic truth and, most of all, humanity. 

The nominees for Vice-President in recent 
years have been J. S. Sherman, J. W. Kern, C. 
'W. Fairbanks, H. G. Davis, Theodore Roose- 
velt, A. EB. Stevenson, Garret A. Hobart, Arthur 
Sewall. What: one of them would have been 
capable of judgments showing the insight and 
poise of these: 

' Jt was because I thought a crisis to be at 

hand four years ago, that I made the state- 

ment that 80 per cent of the people of Indiana 
were Democrats at heart, though they did not 
know. I now enlarge that statement and 


declare that 80 per cent of the entire country 
believe in the historic Democracy of Thomas 


Jefferson. 

The Kingdom of Democracy, like the King- 
dom of Heaven, is within us.

It walks the 
earth this day knocking at the door of rich 
and poor, of wise and ignorant alike. 

May my right hand forget her cunning, and 
my tongue cleave to the roof of my mouth, 
if in all my.gettings I fail to get that greatest 
gift—wisdom and understanding to know the 
heart-break and the need of our common hu- 
manity. : 

But admirable as Marshall’s sentiments are, 
they do not satisfy the demand for straight, 
hard-hitting talk on the actual issues. 

This is not the time to omit details which should 
be dealt with in clear and plain terms. General- 
izations couched in well-turned phrases are ad- 
mirable on non-partisan occasions, but Democrats 
are entering upon a political fight, and must get 
down to the business of the campaign. The peo- 
ple want specific statements, definite pledges. 

It is a mistake to think that because of the 
groundswell of discontent with the Taft admin- 
istration throughout the country there is little for 
the Democratic leaders to do. The widespread dis- 
content is due primarily to particular acts of Mr. 
Taft and the Republican party, principally their 
faithlessness in the matter of tariff revision. 

The only consolation they offer to millions of 
consumers who are groaning under the burdens 
of unjust taxation is the impudent assurance that 
the cost of living is high everywhere. On that 
issue from the start the Democrats should meet 
them aggressively on every platform. 

It is time for the Democratic leaders to speak 
out. It is time to hit hard. 
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If that new $15,000,000 battleship should prove 
to be an unwieldy thing, should move slowly and 
erratically and should steer badly, appearing to 
go in two directions at one and the same time, 
there will be no perplexity over what she should 
be named. Logical fitness would affix the word 
“Taft” to her stern.

The Post-vispatch today shows that there are 
about 75 fortune tellers who are licensed by the 
city. Fortune telling without a license is pun- 
ished as a misdemeanor. We venture to say that 
without a license it could be punished as a fel- 
ony, depending upon the amount of the swindle 
and the precise means used. 

It is preposterous that a respectable commu- 
nity should license this species of preying upon 
superstition or ignorance, yet for a license fee of 
$25 any man or woman whatsoever may freely 
filch from the gullible or the weak-minded with- 
out police molestation. Twenty-nine varieties of 
astrologist, seer, mystic, palmist, magician, clair- 
voyant, «* cetera, do a thriving business as “for- 
tune telic.s” in St. Louis, which receives a rev- 
enue of $7000 therefrom. 

Any individual has a constitutional right to 
prophesy or carry on whatever mystic mumbo 
jumbo suits his fancy, but he should not be 
allowed to carry it on as a business for profit, 
and a Twentieth Century American municipality 
ought not, in decency, to become a partner in the 
enterprise, any more than it should become a 
partner in get-rich-quick or gold brick industries. 
’ Efforts to wipe out fortune telling have here- 
tofore failed in the Municipal Assembly. Why 
have these failed? Is there any other explana- 
tion or consideration than the city’s $25 fee? One

Mr. Roosevelt makes two plain mis- 
statements in his reply to Senator Pen- 
rose on the subject of John D. Arch- 
bold’s $25,000 certificate of deposit. He 
says that “in 1904 Senator Penrose was 
not the Pennsylvania leader and, as 
far as I know, he was supporting me 
simply as all other Republican Senators

At the time of the 
death of the Pennsylvania boss he spoke 
cf him as “my stanch and loyal friend.’’ 
It is undoubtedly true, as Mr. Roose- 
velt now says, that ‘‘my relations with 
him were always cordial and pleasant.”’ 
Quay was personally dishonest and the 
corrupt boss of the most corrupt politi- 
cal gang with which Pennsylvania has 
been afflicted in the last quarter of a 
century. The fact that he and the 
third-term candidate, as brother, Repub- 
licans, one in the Senate, the other in 
the White House, ‘‘worked together’’ on 
the closest terms does not depend upon 
Mr. Roosevelt's word.

Mr. Roosevelt makes two plain mis- 
statements in his reply to Senator Pen- 
rose on the subject of John D. Arch- 
bold’s $25,000 certificate of deposit. He 
says that “in 1904 Senator Penrose was

A weather map predicting clearing 
Skies in the spring and winter wheat 
belts gave the bears a slight price ad- 
vantage Wednesday. Trade was highly 
professional, however, throughout the 
session, and nearing’ the close shorts 
covered their contracts.

Reports 
from Russia are more favorable and 
Russian offers are larger and rather 
pressed for sale. Crop reports from 
France are for a large yteld, and Cana- 
dian prospects are considered excellent 
The market closed easy. 5 

Liverpool corn opened unchanged and 
continued so during the morning session. 
The further strength shown in La Plata 
spot offset a quieter inquiry for both 
parcels and cargoes. 

The movement of wheat to market 
showed signs of increasing and traders 
expect a heavy run with a change to 
good weather. 

Total primary receipts were 1,142,812 bu, 
against 782,000 bu last week. Shipments 
were 1,120,567 bu, against 536,000 bu last 
year. 

Liverpool wheat futures closed un- 
changed, corn 4d up. Paris wheat 4c 
to %c lower, Antwerp unchanged, Ber- 
lin %c up and Berlin %c lower. 

Minneapolis wheat cars were 185, last 
week 241, last year 183. Duluth 15, last 
week 6, last year 1%. Winnipeg. had 738, 
last week 56, last year 39. Minneapolis 
wheat stocks decreased .165,000 bu for 
four days. 

Local wheat recetpts were 148,800 bu, 
or 108 cars local, 16 through; last year 
44,072 bu, or 521 sacks, 30 cars local, 9 
through. Corn receipts 40,800 bu, or 29 
cars local, 5 through; Iast year 37,200 bu, 
or 2 ears local, 5 through. Oats re- 
ceipts 57,800 bu, or 28 cars local, 6 
through; last year 35,700 bu, or 16 cars 
local. 5 through. 

Winnipeg wired ‘‘weather has been 
fine last 24 hours; and forecast says fine, 
warm today and Thursday. Every day 
counts a lot on owr crop now. From 
most reliable reports I can secure, it 
looks like we are going to have a good 
crop of wheat of high grade. Cables 
dull and we have very little wheat sold 
ahead as compared with other years.”’ 

Bartlett’s Chicago -wire to their local 
representative, A. C. ‘Petri, said: ‘‘We 
are skeptical about the so-called large 
reserves of old corn. While it is a fact 
that farm work has been unduly de- 
layed by weather conditions, it hardly 
seems reasonable that with the prevail- 
ing prices for the cash property in all 
rnarkets that receipts should not be 
larger. Our December corn four years 
out. of five is practically an old-crop 
future. so far as speculative purchases 
are concerned, and at about 27ec per bu 
Aiscournr under cash corn, we cannot see 
where the short seller has a logical 
foothold.”’ 

Kansas City wired: “Wheat stocks pil- 
ing up fast. Total now 4,131,000 bu here. 
It is predicted that Kansas City will 
have close to 6,000,000 bu here by Sept. 
30, as demand is being rapidly filled and 
big receipts are bound to continue.”’ 

John Inglis wired from Kansas City: 
‘Through Central Missourt corn coming 
forward rapidly. More double-eared 
stalks and fewer barren ones than is 
usually the case.”
